LONDON, May 5S.—Dominions 
Secretary Anthony Eden told a 
luncheon gathering today that 
“the war is entering upon what 
all can recognize as an active 
phase and the peoples of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth are now 
braced and prepared for the stress 
of a harsh conflict, which may ve 
long.” 

If victory is to be assured, he told 
the National Defence Public Interest

and employ them, and we have to 
conduct the war with all the vision, 
courage and resolution at our com- 
mand.” 

Mr. Eden said that 70 flying

Taken by and large I'm a supporter of the 
Civil Liberties Le’gue. I resent society—which 
might do so much to make life easy for all— 
poking its nose into matters of individual 
opinion. It's absurd on the face of it for society 
to interfere with the opinion of the individual, 

since in the nature of things, 
WHEN LIBERTY advancement in ideas is to be 
IS DANGEROUS found in the individual,. and 

never in the mass. But in 
coming to the aid of Paul Satko, the unemployed 
Virginian who has been halted by the law from 
taking his wife and seven children to Alaska in 
a home-designed and home-built craft called 
The Ark, the Civil Liberties League is defending 
the liberty of a well-meaning but unskilled man 
to place the lives of his dependents in danger, 

I saw a photo of Satko’s “Ark” the other day, 
and the craft is manifestly top-heavy. Though 
most of the journey can be made by the “inner 
passage,” the danger of the trip is more than that 
of sunken reefs and mischievous tide-rips. 

I join my voice with the 20,000 well-wishers, 
for the courage and commonsense of an unem- 
ployed man in moving to a place where Nature 
supplies fish, fuel, fruit and venison in abund- 
ance, and where work is more likely to be ob- 
tained. But the folk who are backing Mr. Satko 
and his brood don't know the hazards the poor 
fellow would meet in his unseaworthy craft.

I've done a bit of coastal cruising myself, and 
hope to do a great deal more, but I wouldn't ven- 
ture my life in Mr. Satko’s Ark. I've seen the

These people just 
disappear from their homes. It is difficult to 
tell precisely what happens to them. Concentra- 
tion camps for some; death for others. 

To guard against uprisings of an unhappy, 
captive people, conquerors have always acted 
thus, eradicating all possible leaders of revolu- 
tionary movements, What conquerors forget is 
that a righteous cause will generate its own 
leadership. No tyrant, however strong, has evet 
been able to hold an unwilling nation under his 
thumb for very long.—Victoria Times, 


Norway 


It is easy to feel very gloomy about develop- 
ments in Norway. It is also easy to feel bitterly 
critical, 

But in the light of long range calculations 
and sober reflection there is little real justifica- 
tion for indulging in either of these emotions. 

That the withdrawal of Allied forces from 
the vital Trondheim area represents a setback 
is of course true. It would be both foolish and 
futile to try to explain it otherwise. But it is 
not a mortal blow, even to the Allied campaign 
in Norway. In the important northern section 
where control of the iron ore resources and ship- 
ping bases is the issue, the Allies are pressing 
steadily forward, and will be able to fight with 
all the more vigor now that they have with- 
drawn from the dangerously exposed Trond- 
heim area. 

Mr. R. W. Keyserlingk, general manager in 
Canada, for the British United Press, expressed 
this point very clearly in a Regina interview 
yesterday, when he correctly said: 

“Seandinavia is an important factor in hostil- 
ities to date, but placed in the proper perspective 
of the gigantic struggle developing on all fronts, 
it is only incidental.” 

In other words, the Scandinavian phase of 
the war should be viewed and weighed rela- 
tively. In the first flush of Allied naval suc- 
cesses, it seemed possible that the way had been 
opened for an effective Allied thrust on the 
new flank. Hopes were expressed along this 
line which it Now appears were unjustified, at 
least as far as any immediate action is concerned. 
—Regina Leader-Post. 


How to Live—And Like It! 


Advice from a doctor on how to live long is 
like his other prescriptions: if his orders are 
palatable we will submit to any sacrifice to obey 
them. Now comes Dr. Jean Besancon of Paris, 
who deserves attention because he has honor- 
ably reached the age of 80 in a cheerful frame 
of mind, and has in addition written a book 
dealing with longevity.

One hundred and ten years ago today the 
first Montreal harbor commission was named. 
It was an important epoch not only for that port 
but also for the whole of Ganada since it mark- 


St, Lawrence channel and of making Montreal 
a national seaport, linked up to the cana! system 
since evolved which now provides the waterway 
from the Great Lakes to the Atlantic. 

The legislature of the Province of Canada 
passed a bill for “the betterment and growth of 
the harbor of Montréal” and on May 8, 1830, the 
first harbor trust commissioners were appointed: 
Hon, George Moffat, Jules Quesne! and Captain 
R. S. Piper, R.E. According to the admirable 
“History of the Harbor of Montreal,” by Dr. W 
H. Atherton, improvements began at once fol- 
lowing plans prepared by Captain Piper and 
Peter Fleming. The deepening of the channel 
which followed prepared the way for Montreal's 
supremacy as a port and enabled much shipping 
which had previously stopped at Quebéc to 
ascend to Montreal, especially after the coming 
of the first steamship, the Genova, in 1853 


The real “Father of the Port of Montreal” 
was the Hon. John Young, who had great fore- 
sight, had urged transportation improvement 


upon the great Ear] of Elgin, and was himself 
chairman of the harbor commission 1853-1878. 
The centenary of the Port of Montreal was 
marked by the opening of the Montrea! harbor 
bridge in 1930, later changed to the Jacques 
Cartier bridge. The commission continued until 
1931 when all the harbor commissions were 
abolished and the operation of the ports en- 
trusted to the national harbors boards, so that 
the original Montreal harbor commission func- 
tioned for just a little over a century, having 
brought to the port all but the largest of ocean 
sleamehips #od made Montreal the greatest 
ét@in shipping port in the world,
